1. THE OFFICE OF SECURITY YESTERDAY ASKED THAT WE REVIEW 
THE PERSONAL SECURITY REQUIREMENTS IN BRAZIL TO DETERMINE 
IF IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE PROMPTLY TO RELEASE THE FULLY 
ARMORED VEHICLE IN RIO FOR TRANSFER TO BUENOS AIRES FOR USE 
BY THE CHIEF OF MISSION UNTIL A NEW VEHICLE OF THIS SPECIAL 
VARIETY CAN BE PROVIDED TO THAT POST. I DISCUSSED THE 
MATTER WITH THE AMBASSADOR LAST EVENING, WHO AGREED THAT 
THE CURRENT PROBLEMS IN ARGENTINA ARGUE FOR AGREEING WITH 
THIS REQUEST. 

2. UNDER THE ASSUMPTION THAT ADDRESSEES AGREE WITH THIS 
ASSESSMENT, SUGGEST THAT FOLLOW CAR IN BRASILIA BE RETURNED 
TO RIO FOR MINISTER BOONSTRA'S USE IN EXCHANGE FOR A SEDAN 

IN GOOD OPERATING CONDITION TO BE USED AS FOLLOW CAR IN 
BRASILIA. 

3. APPRECIATE RSO COORDINATE THIS PLANNING AND ADVISE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DEPARTMENT PROMPTLY OF OUR CONCURRENCE WITH THIS REQUEST. 
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4. SY WILL ADVISE POSTS CONCERNED REGARDING TIMING OF THE 
VEHICLE TRANSFER ONCE CONCURRENCE IS RECEIVED FROM 
ADDRESSEE POSTS. RUSH 
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
